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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

Our  circulation  figure  for  the  year  is  5,073.  Of  this,  2,593 
is  fiction,  and  the  non-fiction  reached  2,480.  Included  in  the 
non-fiction  total  are  598  magazines,  130  records,  and  224 
audio-visual  materials.  Our  book  borrowers  total  87  adults 
and  72  juveniles. 

The  audio-visual  materials  include  8-mm.  films,  which 
are  available  to  us  from  the  Keene  Servicenter,  and  may  be 
borrowed  from  our  library  for  one  week,  with  no  renewal. 
Among  these  films  are  Charlie  Chaplin,  Laurel  and  Hardy, 
Our  Gang,  and  other  comedies.  Those  of  you  who  have 
movie  projectors  might  want  to  take  advantage  of  this  ser- 
vice. Some  of  our  patrons  did  so  this  past  year  and  were 
delighted. 

Also  available  to  us  from  the  Servicenter  are  framed  re- 
productions of  famous  paintings  which  may  be  borrowed 
at  our  library  for  one  month  with  possibility  of  renewal. 
This  is  one  way  your  home  decoration  can  be  changed  with 
a  minimum  of  effort. 

Our  Magic  Carpet  Story  Hour  for  pre-schoolers  was 
held  again  during  the  summer,  thanks  to  Mrs.  Coppage, 
and  again,  was  a  great  success.  There  are  plans  to  continue 
it  in  1973,  so  any  mother  whose  little  one  is  between  the 
ages  of  three  and  five,  please  consider  having  him  or  her 
join  in.  The  children  love  it ! 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  a  fine  collection  of  rock 
specimens  on  exhibit  at  the  library.  This  was  loaned  by 
Mrs.  Mae  Lassman  for  use  during  the  Rock  Swap,  and  it 
drew  so  much  attention,  she  graciously  offered  to  leave  it 
with  us  for  an  extended  period.  This  is  still  on  view,  so  for 
any  who  are  interested,  "come  on  down !" 

Our  rental  books  which  have  proven  so  popular  this  past 
year,  are  chosen  from  pre-publication  lists  of  the  very  new- 
est books  published.  Some  of  these  books  make  trie  best- 
seller list  after  we  have  had  them  for  some  time,  so  we  feel 
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that  this  is  a  very  worth-while  service. 

The  reproductions  of  the  Gilsum  Town  Maps,  circa  1875, 
which  are  found  in  the  Gilsum  Town  History,  have  been 
re-printed,  and  can  now  be  purchased  at  the  library.  And, 
of  course,  the  Gilsum  Mine  Maps  are  still  for  sale. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  many  donations  of  books  re- 
ceived from  townspeople.  Not  only  were  they  numerous, 
but  many  fine  books  were  added  to  our  collection  which  we 
couldn't  ordinarily  obtain. 

Another  cause  for  gratitude  is  the  State  Bookmobile  ser- 
vice. This  year  the  books  we  borrowed  totalled  2,293.  And 
in  addition,  the  State  Library  still  continues  to  provide  ex- 
cellent service  on  special  requests. 

From  my  contacts  with  the  State  Library  and  the  State 
Library  Staff,  I  have  found  that  they  are  dedicated  people 
whose  prime  aim  is  to  give  the  best  service  possible  to 
every  individual  in  New  Hampshire  who  has  discovered 
the  joys  of  reading,  and  to  reach  out  to  those  who  have  not 
yet  made  that  discovery. 

And  the  aim  of  your  Librarian  and  Trustees  is  to  do  the 
same  for  every  individual  in  Gilsum.

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  REPORT 

This  year  has  been  the  most  exciting  m  the  history  of  the 
library  —  after  eight  years  of  planning,  a  new  building  has 
been  started  which  will  house  the  library,  the  Town  Clerk's 
and  Selectmen's  offices  and  a  meeting  room  in  the  base- 
ment. With  larger  and  more  efficient  facilities  we  will  be 
able  to  serve  the  townspeople  more  effectively.  Our  thanks 
to  the  voters  for  making  it  possible  to  have  this  much- 
needed  building. 

The  library  has  subscribed  to  a  book  rental  service  for 
the  past  six  months  which  has  proved  to  be  very  successful. 
With  a  base  of  50  books  —  five  books  are  exchanged  each 
month  —  current  hction  and  non-fiction  is  available  to  our 
patrons.  This  service  has  been  so  enthusiastically  received 
that  we  plan  to  continue  it  next  year. 

The  second  annual  dance  festival  was  held  in  June  at  the 
Town  Hall.  We  thank  Merrylin  Johnson  and  the  Friends  of 
the  Library  for  their  work  with  the  children  and  for  their 
continued  interest  in  the  library.  A  sale  and  educational 
exhibit  were  held  during  the  Rock  Swap.  The  Gilsum  mine 
map  was  revised  to  make  it  more  usable  for  rockhounds 
and  town  maps  from  the  Gilsum  history  were  reprinted. 
Both  of  these  are  available  at  the  library. 

The  trustees  thank  everyone  who  helped  make  this  a 
memorable  year  through  generous  donations  of  books, 
memorial  gifts,  and  for  the  support  that  made  it  possible  to 
construct  the  long  planned  for  new  town  building. 

The  trustees  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  month  at 
7 :30  at  the  library.  The  library  is  open  on  Monday  and 
Wednesday  from  2-4  P.M.,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  from 
7-9  P.M.,  and  Saturday  from  10-12  A.M.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

In  New  Hampshire,  forest  tire  control  is  a  cooperative 
State-town  program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Director,  Division  of  Resources  Develop- 
ment upon  recommendation  of  the  Selectmen  and  the 
State's  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is  responsible  for  fire 
suppression  and  other  related  duties.  The  State  shares 
equally  with  the  town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires,  except 
illegal  and  careless  fires,  which  are  charged  to  the  respon- 
sible party.  The  State  further  provides  fire  detection  ser- 
vices, prevention  programs,  fire  training  for  town  wardens 
and  crews,  and  back  up  equipment  for  fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden 
controls  all  outside  burning  in  his  town  except  backyard 
cooking  fires.  Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  obtain  a  fire  permit, 
free  of  cost,  from  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  No  per- 
mits will  be  issued  for  fires  between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00 
P.M.  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for  commercial  purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be  an 
extremely  useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once  allowed 
to  run  wild  it  can  become  a  disastrous  and  devastating 
force.  Only  you  can  prevent  a  forest  fire.
